Lord. Loughboréugh objected to the bill in very flrong terms, 
asa meafure which the juflice, the honour, and wifdom of 
their Lordthips ought not to adopt. He was forry, he faid, 
that his oppofition to it fhould come at fo lite a period, but it 
was fo managed, and fo precipitated, that it was impoflible for 
him, or any other Lord, to oppofe it fooner, unlefs they had 
entertained brooding fufpiciuns that-it would have been atiempt- 
ed to be hurried as.tt had beea through the Houfe. He paint- 
ed the circumftances of the Company in {trong colours, and 
afked their Lordthips if it was either confiftent with decency 
or juftice, that any fet of men fhould be fuifered to make a di- 
vidend of 8 per cent. when they could not pay their debrs. 
The Company owed immenfe fums—they had not exhibited 

proofs of their capacity to difcharge their debrs, yet they were 
now to fquander the money which in reality belonged to their 
creditors in making a divricnd among themfzives. Coald 
their Lordthips cnyntenance faci a direct, greis, and infamous 
fraud?) He afked how the noble Lord on the Woolfack 
would act, if an application were made tovhim by a bankrupt, 
to fuffer him ‘to convert a portion of the money which was the 
property of his creditors to purpofes of luxury, or even to the 

urpo'es of maintaining his wife and children. In an earlier 
ace of the bill his objections would hive been weaker, as then 
he fhould have only propofed to lefien the dividend ; but in 
the prefent he.muft give his negative to the bill. 

The Lord Chancellor complained ot the oppofiion being: 
made on the third reading. He could not eater into the ar- 
gument, as he had not had time to receive the neceffiry lights 
on the cafc ; but this ftruck him on the general face of the 
bufinefs, that to deny the Company a-dividend was to annihi- 
late them. So far, therefore, from its being a meafure of po- 
licy to reftrain them from making any dividend, it would be a 
certain meafure of ruin. 

Lord Leughborough replied, explaining the procefs of the 
Bill in the Hout, to fhow that it was impoffiblu for him to 
make his oppofition foover. He entered at fome Jength into 
the argument of policy, and averred that a dividend of fix per 
cent. would in reality ftrengthen and not injure the credit of the 
Company, as it would look like a difpofition on their part to 
be honeft to their creditors: If they refrained from all dividend 
it would operate fo much the more to the fame conviction, — 
It certainly became all mercantile houfes, when they could not 
difcharge the?r debts, to abridge their Juxuries. It was their 
duty, above all things, to aét in fuch a manner as fhould give 
their creditors reafon to believe, that if their fands were defi- 
cient, their intentions at lealt were good; but the worft and 
bafeft of all injuftice was that of living upon what appertained 
to their creditors. 

The Lord Chancellor obferved, that laft year, when Mini- 
{ters intended to reftrain the Company to a dividend of fix per 
cent. Sir H. Fietcher faid it would extinguifh their credit. 

Lord Camelfird iaid, that the queftion was briefly this, 
whether the Company fhould fall, or be fuffered to divide eight 
per cent. at atime when they could hardly afford it? In this 
view of the cafe he could not hefitate a moment. 

Lord Stormont faid, he fhould not in that cafe hefitate ; but

After the Committee of fupply had gone through the feveral 
eftimates, Colonel Fitzpatrick {tood up, and faid he regretted 
that he had not been prefent when the reduction of the army 
was mentioned. He underitoed that the Right.Hon. the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had noticed a report refpecting 
the officers in the reduced corps, that they were to be kept on 
full pay. How fach a report had been propagated he could 
not pretend to fay, bat he would affure the Houfe that it was 
without foundation; neither was there any ground whatever 
for alledging that thefe officers were to receive an equivalent 
for their fituation. It was true, however, that he and the 
Commander in Chief fhould undoubtedly have recommended 
their cafe to the attention of his Majefty’s minifters, who he 
did not doubr would have dune every thing in their power to 
procure them fomé indemnification. ‘Their fituation preffed 
upon his mind as the more hard and oppreflive, as many of 
them had bought in from a very probable opinion that they 
fhould not be broke. It was not only, therefore, a difap- 
pointment of their expectations, and fetting afide at one blow 
all their views of preferment, but attually impaired their pri 
vate fortunes. ‘Taking up the matter in this ferious light, he 
fhould have found himfelf difpofed to have alleviated the grie- 
vance as much as lay in his power; and there was no doubt 
but thofe who then acted with him would have efpoufed their 

‘ caufe with {pirit. 

~ The Chancellor of the Exchequer declared, he never doubted 
but the matter was as the Hon. Gentleman had now ftated it 
to the Houfe. And Gentlemen would recolleé, that when 
the fubjeét was mentioned, he had lamented the abfence of 
thofe who knew how the matter ftood. He expreffed alfo the 
{trongeft fatisfaéion that the Hon. Gentleman had now given 
the reports alluded to fo full a contradifion. 

Mr Wrasall took this opportanity of urging the neceflity of 
an immediate attention. to the affairs of the Eaft India Compa- 
ny. The Right Hon. Gentleman, he faid, was not fuppofed 
to be dilatory ; but it was undoubtedly high time to difcufs 
now what otherwife mu/t continue in the mott precarious pofi- 
tion. He declared the French were at this moment very 
ftrong and formidable in that part of the world. The report 
of the Select Committee appointed for inquiting into the pre- 
fent ftate of the Company’s affairs, he underftood, was to come 
on the next day ; and i!us was to be the foundation of the bill 
which the Minifter meant as a final regulation of this very in- 
tricare but important objcét. [t was not neceflary for him to 
enumerate the various circumftances which preffed on him,and 
on the public, the urgency of difpatch in a matter fo efletnial 
to the public welfare. _ ; 

The Chancellor vf the Exchequer replied, that no arguments 
were neceffary to render the Houfe more anxious than it was 
for going without delay into all the objeéts which the Hon. 
Gentleman preffed. He would, notwithitanding, beg the in- 
dulgence of the Houfe to poftpone the order of the day for the 
morrow till Friday, as he could not promife that he fhould be 
able to fulfil his intentions to the Houfe on Wednefday, in 
cafe any queftion fhould occur on the morrow which might lead 
to a long difcuflion. The converfation on this matter ending 
here, 

Mr Sheridan obferved, that many people were not a little 
folicitous ‘for a renewal of the bill authorifing the Commiffiun- 
es of Public Accounts to continue their labours. He begged 
leave to remind the Houfe, that the term of their authority 
would expire ina fhort time, and that the nation would be a 
very confiderable fufferer if a bill for renewing the commiflion 
was not fpeedily brought into the Houfs. 

The Chancellar cf the Exchequer aflured him, that fo capital 
an object as the Commiffioners of the Public Accounts had not 
efcaped Ins attention, It was undoubtedly his intention to pro- 
vide for the continuation of their labours. His only reafon for 
not having already taken the neceffary fteps to revive it, was, 
that he could not fay he was yet able to fettle precifely the line 
to which it would be moft ufeful and neceflary to direé their 
attention.
